GENERAL REPORT 
FOR QUARTER ENDING MARCH Slst., 1940, 


ATTENDANCE. 


We still have over 180 children in the school. This condition 
will probably continue until the end of the current school year. 
But, since we have been so far unsuccessful in obtaining an increase 
in pupilage, and have been deprived of three supernumerary pupia&s in 
reprisal for having tried to obtain an increase, we shali have to re- 
duce the nwmber of children next year. 

It seems to us that the easiest way is to raise the entrance ege 
from 7 years to 8 Thus, we will not accept any new pupils next fall, 
and thereby bring the number of children down to about 165. 


MORALE. 


The children seem to be quite happy and contented. So, far we 
have not had a single runaway this year. The only real trouble we 
heve is with three children who were committed to my care by the 
Juvenile Court, I accepted them in order to save thep the alternat- 
ive of being sent to the Reformatorye 


HEALTH. 


We have been singularly fortunate in this regardg and have had 
very little sickness of any kind. One girl had to be sent to Kamloops 
for eye treatment, one boy broke his leg, and another had an infected 
hand. 

There is now a doctor at Fraser Lake who acts as Medical Officer 
for the School. Wevhave not had an emergency far him as yet; but I 
must confess that I am not particularly impressed by him, and have not 
@ great deal of confidence in him. 


LIVESTOCK. 


The farm animals are all doing well, and we look forward to a 
substantial increase in the number of cattle and sheep this spring. 
We have now about 60 pigs in the new piggery. Due to a small fire we 
lost about 250 hens by suffocation. This loss was mitigated by the 
fact that they were the oldest birds and the decrease in egg prices, 


CROPS. 
Preparations are already being made for the coming seasons Most 


of the seed is already in hand; and there are about 10 acres more of 
newly broken land to be brought into cultivation this spring.

I beg to advise that there appears to 
fusion on the part of Wr. Indian Agent Vallinson 3 
his interpretation of the Department's wishes regarding 
mission of punils to Xesidential Schools insofar as the medical 
examination is concerned, and I enclose herewith a letter, dated 
the 29th ultimo, received from the Reverend Principal of Le jac 
Indian xesidential School in this connection. 


I advised Mir. Mallinson on the llth instant that it 
would not appear to make very much difference where the children 
were examined so long as the required medical certificate was 
completed by a doctor. apparently he is of the opinion that no 
children should be moved from their xeserves to the school until 
medically examined, a procedure that would be practically impos- 
sible in respect to children on xeserves remote from a medical 
officer. 


In the case in question, it was merely a case of the 
local Missionary conveying the children to the school where 
facilities exist for their immediate examination and if it trans- 
nired that they were unfit, it would devolve upon the /{issionary 
to return them home. I enclose copy of lir. Mallinson's letter of 
the 14th instant quoting your instructions in respect to admis- 
sions to the Zdmonton school which is entirely another matter, 
owing to the expense that would be involved in conveying children 
from this Province to Alberta with consequent risk of refusal for 
admission on medical grounds.

I beg to submit, hereunder, a Report, covering the 
activities of this Agency over the month of February 1941. 


x x x 


A winter visit to the Atlin end of the Agency had been 
in mind for some time, therefore clearing up the Office de- 
tail work as much as possible, the Office was turned over to 
Dr Meyer to carry on with, and the Mail Plane of the 15,th 
inst was taken on its return to Atlin. 
Here it was discovered that nearly all the local indians were in 
Town, with also -their dogs. It seemed that no trapping of my 
amount had been undertakenduring the winter, up to the present time; 
and little fur, if any had been obtained and sold. Going into the 
reason why this had come about, the information was allowed that 
The Bishop was cmming and a lot of Fathers also, and big meetings 
were to be held. This state of affairs is not quite as bad as it 
sounds, for the fur obtainable around the minine camp of Atlin, 
is really of no great account, and if the indians consistantly 
trap their grounds, they would become depleted in a couple of years. 
However as Bishop Coudert. 0.M.I. was in Residence at the R.C. 
Mission @hurch, he was at once called upon. It was found that a 
meeting of all the R.C.Fathers was taking place, and the guthering 
numbered 6 in all. Here was a very good chance to talk over all 
Mission Affairs, with His Lordship; with the various Fathers 
concerned present. Therefore on the 18th inst a meectihg was held, 
and all matters of all sorts were gone into, especially those 
concerning the various Mission Schools. A request was received 
| from His Lordship to have two Atlin children sent to the Lejack 
Mission Industrial School, and therefore that routine was taken 
up, Ottawa's permission obtained and the armangements carried out 
to enable the Bishop to take these children with him, upon his 
return south. Much of the detail regurding this meeting will be con 
tained in the school reports now about to be rendered, but His 
Lordship was good enough to admit that he had leamned more in the 
54 hours we expanded in talking about Mission and indian affairs; 
than he had learnt during the time he had been mixed up with the 
Stikine agency, up to then. It was possible, however to have 
Father Drean. 0.M.I. who went into Teslin Lake and opaned up a 
R.C. Mission Church at that point, in direct opnosition to the 
already established EnglimChurch Mission, there; to mark on 
the Office Census Sheet the indians who as at to-day he claims 
belong to the R.C,. Mission Church. It now apnears that he owns 
over half the indian Band, but of course this matter will be taken 
up with the indians themselves, when Inspector Coleman is present.

ATTENDANCE, 
Several children have been admitted during the quarter, and 


at present we have 159 children actually in the school. 


MORALE, 
No complaint can be made about the behaviour of the children. 


They all seem quite happy and contented to be at school. There 
have been no runaways this quarter again. 


MANUAL TRAINING, 
This is proceeding along the customary lines. The girls are 
doing more work for the Red Cyoss, in knitting and sewing. 


HEALTH. 

On the whole the general health has been good. Cases of in« 
fluenze were rather numerous for a while, but none of them were 
serious. Two children were sent to the hospital, one with acute 
mastoiditis, the other with T.B. 

Dr. Holmes was here March 24th, and &5th,, during which time 
he performed tonsillectomies on 32 children, Every opemetion was 
completely successful, and there was not a single case of bleeding. 
Dr. Holmes is worhhy of commendation for his excellent Work. 


LIVESTOCK, 

All of the animals are in good shape, and we have about the 
same number of all stock, except pigs and chickens, whose numbers 
are somewhat less. 


IMPROVEMENTS, 

The ammonia refrigerating plant has been discarded, and an ice 
system has been installed in its place. This ice system is now in 
operation, and seems to be quite satisfactory.

I beg to once again submit for your consideration the 
above case of an illegitimate lad born in Juneau S.. 
Alaska, smuggled into B.C, by way of the Taku River; 
and later, with the aid of Rev Father Allard. OMI. 
then in Atlin B.C. was sent to the R.C. School at 
Lejack B.C. Altho much correspondance has passed 
regarding this case, the lad has remdined there ever 
since and is now ready for discharges 


No doubt but what Mrs Telegraph-Jack, full indian of 
Atlin, allowed her daughter Bessie, now deceased some 
years, to obtain an illegitimate child whilst staying 
for a visit in Juneau. Bessie stayed on there, and the 
child was taken care of by some relatives, Some years 
later Mrs Telegraph/Jack again visited Juneau, and as 
she and her husband were getting along in life, with 
their only son married, they returned to Canada with 
their illegitimate grandson. Smuggling this boy in, 
they obtained assistance from Rev ather Allard, and he 
without taking the correct routine, sent this lad to 
Lejack School. 


The TelegrapheJack family are rather well off, and rather 
ignor the aid of the Indian Department. They consider 
that what ever the R.C. Mission states is correct, and it 
is only necessary to fix matters with them, They are 
given to obtaining intoxicants when ever possible, which 
is nothing more than other indians do, but on account of 
theér well-fixed condition, can do so more oftene 


Their son Willie Jack has just been granted the privélege 
of sending two of his children to the Lejack School, and 
this family were rather annoyed that the fares involved, 
were not paid by the Department. This they can well afford 
to do as was proven to Bishop Courdet. 0.lM.I., recently. 


His Lordship, a week or so ago, requested that the Depart 
ment consider this case again, and as the lad has received 
training at the Canadian School, and is reported as"good" 
that he be accepted into the Atlin Band of Indians, and 
returned to the care of Mrs Telegraph-Jack. 


Taken from a broad point of view, it would seem the only 
action to take, but in all these half-breed cases, furthex 
troubles will come about as the lad grows upe In any case 
the Telegraph-Jack Family should pay all costs concerned, 
May further instructions in this matter be received, please

for quarter ending September S0th., 1941. 


ATTENDANCE. 

Very little difficulty was experienced this year in bring- 
ing the children backto school, and it did not take long before 
we had more children than the “per capita grant" allows for. In 
this respect, the cordial assistance of Mr. Howe, and the other 
officials of the Stuart Lake Agency, was of great value, and is 
greatly appreciated. 


MORALE 
The children are in good spirits, and seem to be very glad 
to be back in school, with very few exceptions. 


MANUAL TRAINING, 

This is already in full swing for both boys and girls. A 
good number of the boys are gaining valuable knowledge and exper- 
ience in the reconstruction of the chicken house, to which is 
being added a second floor. 


HEALTHY 

Quite a number of the children have had very bad colds, and 
several developed pneumonia, two had to be taken to the hospital 
for treatment. This epidemic now seems to have petered out. We 
have been greatly handicapped by the fact that the medical supplies 
which were requisitioned for last April, have not yet arrived; and 
our stooks of several essential articles are completely exhaustede 
At present we are awaihing the arrival of Dr. MacQuarrie, who is 
bringing an X-ray apparatus, and will hold a T.B. clinic here at 
the school. 


CROPS 


While the yield was excellent this year, it is to be feared 
that there will be a considerable loss in the harvesting. Since 

the 24th. of August, we have had rain every day, which has prevented 
the threshing of the grain, and the bringing in of the hay crop. 

It is too soon yet to say how much of the crop will have to be con- 
sidered as lost. 


LIVESTOCK 

We are still keeping about the same number of animals of all 
kinds, and @isposing of the increase. The stock are in very good 
condition, and the lamb and pig crops have been disposed of at sate 
isfactory prices. 


COST OF LIVING 

The cost of living index has sharply risen for us, as well as 
for all others. Many of the staple lines of food and clothing are 
greatly increased in price; and it is becoming more and more diffi- 
cult for us to meet expenses with our present income. The governy 
ment has acknowledged that its civil servants are entitled to a 
"cost of living bonus} and it would seem only just the tem Indians, 
the wards of the Government, are entitled to equal consideration, 
I hope that this will be considered by the Department of Indian Af- 
fairs; and that ways and means can be found to increase the “per 
capita” allowance in proportion to the cost of livinge 

We have applied to the Provincial Governmant for permission 
to purchase moose meat from thecIndians, in view of the high cost 
of beef; but we are not very hopeful of receiving a favourable

This continues excellent; there was no serious trouble 
with any of the children, nor were there anyf runaways. 


MANUAL TRAINING: 

The boys have done good work in the carpenter shop, the 
blacksmith shop, in painting and repairing several of the farm and 
school buildings, and in the construction of a small greenhouse. 

The girls have been very industrious in knitting and 
sewing for the Red Cross, as well as for the needs of the house. 


HEALTH: 

Quite a number of the children had mild attacks of the 
"fluy and a few had to be sent to the hospital for various reasons. 
However, there were no deaths among the childrenm although one girl 
was very seriously ill with a blood condition. 


CROPS: 

Despite the prevailing shortage of farm labour, we 
have been fortunate in maintaining a sufficient few-ske staff for the 
needs of the farm. All of the seeding was done in good time, and 
thanks to the generous rains, the prospects for a good crop are very 
bright. 


Livestock: 


The crop of lambs and calves has been fairly good. All 
of the livestock are in good condition, and are doing very well now 
that there is green pastures available for them 


New Buibding: 


A small greenhouse has been built on the foundations 
of a buifding that had been destroyed some years agoe This addition 
to our buildings has already proved its worth in forcing the plants 
for transplanting to the vegetable garden.

I am in receipt of a report from the 
R-C.M.P. with reference to albert Prince and Mac 
Patrick, truant pupils of the Lejac Residential 
School. It is noted that these boys were brought 
back from Prince Rupert although they were employed 
at that point and are stated to be at least 14 years 
of age. From the information at our disposal it is 
difficult for us to understand why such heavy 
expense should have been incurred. You are aware, 
of course, that the expenses of the R.C.M.P. in 
returning truant pupils to a residential school 
ere all paid by this Branch. From our point of 
view the boys had been located, were working and 
are probably older than 14. Besides, we understand 
that the Lejac School has its full quote of pupils. 
With these things in mind you oan easily understand 
why we were surprised that instructions were 
apparently issued from your office to have the 
boys returned immediately to the Lejac School 
without consulting the Department. Your explanation 
would be appreciated.

reference to the above mentioned truants of the Le jac Indian 
Residential School. ‘hese boys ran away from Lejac Nov. 10th. 
1942 and were located at Prince Rupert by the Pri nce Rupert 
Detachment of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. Constable Rae 
of the Agency Staff escorted them to Lejac. 


The truants were returned to school at the urgent request 
of the Principal. Iwas reluctant to bring them back especially 
when they were employed at the Shipyards, an important war 
industry. However, it was necessary to take into consideration 
the effect on the other pupils at the School. If these truants 
had been allowed to remain away we would have had an epidemic of 
runaways. Three others ran away a few days after the truants in 
question but were located shortly after. The fact that these 
truants were brought back to School had a deterring effect on 
others contemplating truancy. 


Having in mind the tragedy which occurred a few years ago 
when several pupils lost bheir lives running away from Lejac 
School during sub-zero weather, I think the action taken was 
the wisest course to follow in order to prevent a possible 
repetition. 


The only expense the Mounted Police way have incurred 
in the case is the cost of one telegram and three or four 
meals for the truants.

The Department has always felt that it is 


very important to have a very careful medical 
examination of children before placing them in a 
residential school. The suggestion contained in 
the second-last paragraph of your letter might 

be difficult to carry out, because, if the children 
were examined and found to have tuberculosis, it 
might not be possible at that time to place them 
in the Coqualeetza Indian Hospital and, therefore, 
they would have to remain in the Lejac School 
where their condition might be a menace to the 
health of the other pupils. 


Taking everything into consideration the 
Department feels that no action should be taken 
in this matter at the present time, but we would 
appreciate hearing from you again about the first 
of July at which time the matter will receive 
further consideration with a view to determining 
if we can arrange for their examination before

ATTENDANCE 


Our attendance remains about the seme, although we have 
sent three more children to the hospitel for T.B. treatment; two 
absentees returned, and there were two new admissions. 


MORALE 


The children are all in good spirits, and give very little 
serious trouble. There have been no truants during the past quarter, 
due, no doubt, to the fact that the boys who ran away in November 
were speedily brought back to the school. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


The boys are doing rather well in the carpentry work, they 
have rebuilt part of the ohicken-house which burned down, they have 
made a number of useful articles of furniture, and several repairs 
to the buildings. Due to the scarcity and the inferior quality of 
rubber boots, we are obliged to fall back on the use of leather boots 
once more. This mecessitates a shoe repair shop, which has been set 
up, with a competent instructor for the boys. 

The girh&’ continue with their work in making clothes, mata 
mending and knitting, embroidery, eto., as well as with the arts of 
the kitchen. 


HEALTH 


The children have had a very hard time this winter. Fol- 
lowing the whooping cough of last quarter, we had the chicken-pox, 
then the flu, and now we have the measles. Two weeks ago there were 
69 children in bed at the smme time. Fortunately, there have been 
no deaths to reporte One boy broke his leg while skiing, but he is 
all right now, 


LIVESTOCK 


The stock have come through the winter in fatrly ggod con- 
dition, and we have not lost any. The only misfortune we had was 
with the lambs, many of which were born too soon, and twelve of thep 
froze to death in the extreme temperatures, 40 below zero. We have

TMPROVEMENTS 


We have arraaged to have the programmes of the National 
Film Board shown here at the school. The children study the subject 
matter of the films beforehand, from the booklets which are provided, 
and they seeg to take an intelligent interest in the films. A Victor 
Sound Projector, 16mm., has also been added to the school equipment, 
from which thé children derive a great deal of benefit and amsement.

This Indian girl was sick for 9 months,in the 
hospital, with Infantile Paralysis, and came to the Lejac 
Indian Residential School in August of 1948, 


On admission to the school, Theresa was unable 
to walk as the results of the Paralysis, without the aid 
of (&) crutches. Also, her eyes were extremely weak and 
infected. 


Now she can walk fairly well without any assis-~- 
tance, however the right lower extremity is still very 
weak, and she depends on the wall for support. 


It will be some time before Theresa is able to 
return home, She is a bright girl and seems one who will 
reap the full benefits of the achool, and she is happy 
and contented here.

In view of what you said in your letter of October 
1l4th., 1942 ( file #163-1~10) concerning the specia] circum 
stances under which this girl was admitted to this sohool, I 
Was considerably surprised to receive a peremptory demand for 
her discharge at the end of the current school year, which was 
transmitted to me from your office by Mr. Indian Agent Howe. 


In the above mentioned letter of lest October, you 
asked that a report be submitted to you concerning this girl 
before the end of June 1943, at which time the question of 
her remaining in the school for another year would be given 
consideration by you. I am enclosing herewith the report of 
the School Medical Officer on the case; and I beg to submit 
also my own opinion, as follows. 


Theresa Abraham, although already 18 years old, has 
had no previous opportunity to attend school, end,at the time 
of her admission here, was completely illiterate, During the 
months that she has been able to attend classes, she has worked 
hard and well, and has made satisfactory progress. She is very 
anxious to learn, at least, to read and write, 


Realising how remote her home at Bear Lake is from 
@11 medical attention, she has begged that she be allowed to 
remain at this school until she has completely recovered from 
the effects of the attack of infantile paralysis which she 
suffered more than a year ago. 


Therefore, in view of the above circumstences, and 
of the opinion given in the medical report, I strongly recom- 
mux mend that Theresa Abraham be permitted to remain in the 
Lejao Indian Residential School for at least another year.

At the time of writing this report there are 145 children in 
school. We had anticipated some difficulty in reaching our quota this 
year due to prevailing economic Conditions, but it dia not materialise, 
However, though the boys are numerous, there are no really big boys, 
which is quite a handicap tous in our farming operations, 

4ll during the summer vacation we had ebout 25 children in 
school; which is an expense, as far as I am aware, that other Residen- 
tial Schools do not have,

Despite the fact that there was considerable reluctance on

Dear Sir: 


With reference to the matters eontained in the letter 
from Mr. Phelan, dated October 12th., I wish to make the follow- 
ing observations:~- 


1. Josephine Moise, No.0439, died in YVenderhoof hospital, after 
having spent several months in Smithers Hospital and at home. 


Re Peter Abraham was X-rayed at Vanderhoof Hospital before he 
came to this school, and you informed me orally that the re~ 
sults were negative. 


Margaret Andrews is being X-rayed October e3rd., in the semi- 
annual T.B. clinic at this school. 


Raymond Seymour hes bad tonsils; but in view of the fact 
that he suffers no physicel discomfort or toxic effects, we 
had intended to have him operated on at the time of our an- 
nual “tonsil clinic” later on in the year, thereby avoiding 
unnecessary expenses 


Nancy Anatole is now in good physical condition;the only 
defect being in her vision, which can be corrected by using 
spectacles. 


If the Department declines to approve the admission of 
the four children, Peter abrahan, Margaret andrews, Raymond Sey- 
mour and Nancy 4natole, I shall have to send them home; since 
they all come from remote areas they will be far removed from all 
medical supervision and care, which they are now receiving at this 
school.

ATTENDANCE 
All through the past quarter we have been well in excess of 
our pupilage quota, and at the moment there are 163 children in the 
school, despite the fact that six children were sent to the hospital 
for T.B. treatment. 


MORALE 

This has kept up remarkably well, and although the principal 
was absent for several weeks not one child attempted to run away. Dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays we had about 175 parents and relatives of 
the children here for the Christmas concert, and all of them seemed to 
be quite satisfied with the condition of their children; which would 
indicate that the children themselves are contented. 


HEALTH 

During the survey made by the T.B. Travelling Clinic at this 
sohool about 150 children were X-rayed. Consequently, six children had 
to be sent for hospital treatment. Two children have returned here af- 
ter lengthy sojourns at the Coqualeetza Indien Hospital. 

For about six weeks, beginning the first of November, the 
school was quaratnined for Mumps; 120 children in all being affected. 
One little girl, seven years old, died in Vanderhoof Hospital. 


MANUAL es 
s is proceéding along the customary lines. Due to the 
fact that there are no big boys this year, the boys are not giving as 


much assistance with the farm work as in other years. The work of re- 
building the chicken house which burned down in November 1942 is now 
completed. Operations have been suspended in the shoe repair shop due 
to the difficulty in obtaining materials. 


LIVESTOCK 


The results of the sale of cattle this year were rather dis- 
appointing due to a sudden slump in prices just before the sale. The 
results from the sheep were quite satisfactorye Due to the shortage of 
feed we disposed of 30 suckling calves, which would nosmally have been 
held over until next year. 


SUPPLIES 

It is becoming increasingly difficult to obtain sufficient 
clothing for the children, especially shirts and overalls. Leather for 
shoe-repair is also very scarce, The rubbers and running shoes made 
from reclaimed rubber are very unsatisfactory.

——hh attendance has remained at a steady level all through 
the past quarter. The average for the quarter is over 160. The De-~ 
partment has recently notified us that three indigent children are 
being sent here from Lower Post. This will make about thirty such 
children, with the additional burden of keeping them in school all 
during the summer vacation. It is only just that some recognition 
of this be made by the Department, such as raising our number of 
grant earning pupils to 160. 


The children continue to be in good spirits, and another 
quarter has passed without any cases of truancy. In fact, we have 
not had a single runaway during the current school yeare 


HEALTH 

This has been somewhat better during the past quarter. 
Many of the children have had colds and the 'flu, but nothing very 
serious. One girl was sent to hospital for six weeks as @ precau- 
tion against T.Be One other girl went to hospital with sores on her 
legs, The children were all immunized against diphtheria. Two of 
the children who were sent to hospital last fall, as a result of 
the T.B. chest clinic, have died. 


MANUAL TRAINING 
S is going on as usual. We have received a welcome ad- 


dition to our tool supplies from the Department. Activity is being 
resumed in the shoe repair shop since we have been able to obtain a 
supply of leather. 

The girls have been doing good work in making useful gar- 
ments out of the supplies of discarded army and air force clohhing 
that we have been receiving lately. 


LIVESTOCK 


All of the livestock have weathered the winter in a sat- 
isfactory manner. The new crop of mkaymx calves and lambs in now 
arriving daily. We got 500 Barred Rock Pullet chicks late in Feb- 
ruary. This is the first time we have had anything but Leghorns. 


GENERAL 

It is earnestly hoped that we will be able to have the 
exterior woodwork of the buiaiding repaired and painted this year. 
During the very cold weather it was impossible to heat parts of 
the building due to the looseness of the windows and doors.

ATTENDANCE 

This went up to 4 high of 178 during the quarter, and has 
varied very little during that time. According to the quarterly re- 
turns, our average has been a little over 174 for the past quarter, 
almost 10% over our per capita allotment. 


MORALE 

on the whole, the children all appear to be contented end 
settled down. There have not been any runaways during the quarter, 
and the behaviour of the children has been consistently goode 


HEBLTH 

as regerds the health of the student body, this has been one 
of the best periods in my exverience, Very few children nave had to be 
put to bed, and most of these were merely cases of severe colds or of 
influenza. Only four children hed to be taken to the hospital. One of 
these, Matilde David, No. 0438, developed a heert condition which 
seemed to be due to & previous attack of St. Vitus Dance two years &G0« 
Her condition deteriorated very rapidly, and she died two days after 
being taken to the hospital. 

We had a six day dental clinic for the children. The dentist 
was very well impressed with the condition of the children's teeth, as 
compared with those of white children in the locality, or elsewhere. 
Exactly 50% of the student body did not require any attention. The 
great majority of the work done was for children who were spending 
their first year in school. Evidently, having & clinic for the children 
once a yeer peys dividends.

Another contributing factor is the shortage of farm labour.

Mr. Indian Agent Howe has conveyed to me your 
remarks re the above pupil, following your examination of 
the March quarter returns for this school. 


Gince there has been considerable correspondence 
concerning this girl each year abtout this time, I must pre- 
sume that you are familiar with the factgs of this case; 
and in view of these facts I find it hard to understand your 
arbitrary demand for her discharges 


Last year, and the year before, I had to beg the 
Department to allow this girl to remain in school, but I do 
not intend to do so again.g It is not reasonable that I should 
have to beg for the privilege of saving money for the Departe 
ment. If this girl has to leave the school, the only place 
where she can receive adequate care, and entertain any hope of 
further improvement in her condition, is in the hospital, 
Here she is under constant medical supervision, she receives 
daily massage and other attention. If she returns to her home 
at Bear Lake, @ most isoluted and primitive reserve, she will 
certainly not enjoy these advantages. 


You say,"it will not be possibhe to pay grant for 
her after that date (June 30, 1945)." May I point out that 
our average attendance for the past fiscal year was 171.87; 
and that we were allowed grant for only 160 children? It is 
obvious, therefore, that we enjoy no financial advantage by 
keeping this girl in school; our only motive in doing 80 is 
a wish to give her a chance for recovery from her ailment.

I desire to refer to my letter of 
April 11, with regard to Theresa Abraham, No. 044, 
Lejac Indian Residential School, It is regretted 
that before writing this letter I overlooked reviewing 
your letter of April 26, 1944, with which you enclosed 
a communication from the Principal of the Lejac School, 
regarding Theresa Abraham. 


If I had reviewed this letter I would 
have realized that this girl is crippled, as a result 
of Infantile Paralysis, and the Rev. Principal feels 
she should not be returned to her home at Bear Lake. 


While I appreciate his interest in this 
girl's welfare, at the same time it must be realized 
that our residential schools are not intended for the 
maintenance of such persons. I have discussed the 
case with the officials interested, and we are anxious 
to know if the girl could be placed with some responsible 
Indian family, and for her maintenance the Department 
will be prepared to pay a reasonable amount from the 
Welfare Appropriation. Please give this matter your 
consideration and let me have your recommendation.

Dear Mr. Howe; 


For the past several years there has been an in- 
crease every year in the number of children remaining here 
at the school for the two months of the summer vacation. 
This summer there will be about 44 children here all during 
vacation. 


This condition is due to the faét that we have been 
accepting indigent and neglected children from the Stikine 
Agency, as well as orphans and neglected children from your 
own agency; and in the summer time these children have no 
place to go, or their homes are too far away or too remote 
to allow them to go home. We have also two incorrigibles 
from the Vancouver Agency. 


4s you oan understand, this means 4 great deal of 
extra expense for us, for the feeding and clothing of these 
children, and for the necessary staff to look after them. No 
provision for this is made by the Department, because the 
grant now received covers only the ten months of the school 
year, as was stated in the House of Commons last August by 
the Hon. Mr. Crerar. 


During the past winter we had e great deal of extra 
expense due to the crop failure of last year; and the pros 
pects for @ good crop this year are not very bright. Conse 
quently, our resources are severely strained by the ordinary 
expenditures of the school year, without having the extra ex- 
pense of taking care of such a large number of children for 
two whole months without any compensation, As far as I am a 
ware, no other school has such a problem. Next year it will 
be still worse, for Mr. Sampson, Indian Agent at Telegraph 
Creek has notified me that he intends to send down seven more 
indigent children this fall; and I am extremely reluctant to 
refuse to accept these children, 


Therefore, I beg that you bring this matter to the 
attention of the proper authorities in the Indian Department 
with a view to obtaining a supplementary grant, possibly from 
the Welfare Branch, to assist us in taking care of these in- 
digent children during the summer months,

The objection may be raised that such an arrangement 
will cause the vrincipals to overcrowd their schools in order 
to get theextre grant. Every single admission to a Residential 
School has to be authorised by Ottawa before the child can be 
Placed on the rolls as a grant-earning pupil, so thie eives the 
Department a means of controlling the pupilage in all the schools, 
Besides, it is a well known fact that a large provortion of the 
Indian children in “anada are without any facilities for educa- 
tion; therfore the schools should be encouraged to accept as 
many pupils as they can without detriment to the efficient opera- 
tion of the school. “ven crowded quarters in a Residential School 
are, in most cases, incomparably suverior to the home accommodations.

Nurse Dunn has reported the following 
case and asks for {mmediate action to prevent further 
contacts: 


Isobel Reid, age 30, unmarried Indian woman of Tahltan Band, 
and the mother of two children namely, Bertha, ase 5, and 

a baby, age 16 months. Suspected of having pulmonary tuber- 
eulosis so sputum samples sent out for bacteriological 
examination. Report received from Provincial Laboritories 
February 16 states last two tests stow positive sputum for 
pulmonary tuberculosis, This woman is couching extensively, 
has weakness and night temperature, and has not menstruated 
since the birth of her last ohild, October 10, 1944. 


Miss Dunn has strongly recommended the 
{solution of the mother from the two children and steps 
have been taken to liave the children cared for temporarily, 
but it is probable that 100 percent 4{solation will not be 
achieved owing to the fact that the mother's tent is close 
to the tent where the children will be staying, and there 
will doubtless be some visiting as neither the nurse nor 
myself oan exercise any control or supervision. The camp 
{n which Isobel Heid lives is 8 four miles from town 
and is difficult to reach, being’ across the Stikine River. 
There is no suitable house, or home, where the woman could 
be kept in Telegraph Creek. Neither is there anyone at 
the Camp who could be hired to take charge of Isobel Reid 
and look after her. This means that she must keep her own 
fire going, and do her cooking, so it is not vossible to 
have her take the proper treatment of complete reste 


As the woman is an open case she is 
a menace to any camp or community in which she lives, 8 
well as to her two small children. Her removal to 
Whitehorse Hospital at the earliest nossible date is 
recommended. 
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The problem of finding 4 suitable 
home for the children also arises. The woman has only one 
sister, Mrs. Mageie Jackson, who already has eight children 
of her own and could not be burdened with two extra. It is 
therefore suggested that BertHa, age 5, be admitted to Lejac 
Residential School when navigation opens on the Stikine 
River. Mrs. Jackson can probably be persuaded to look after 
Bertha until that time. It may be possible to send one or 
two other children to Le jac at the sane time. 


At the present time the only suggestion 
I hav: concerning the baby, age 16 months, is the Catholic 
Home in lidmonton and it may be possible to arrange removal 
of this child with the Ward children whose removal was 
authorized by the Department's telegram of February ll. 


The three separate reconnendations 
contained in this letter are: 


(1) To hospitalize Isobel Reid in Whitehorse immediately 
pending removal to Miller Bay Hospital this coming summers 
Cost of removal to Whitehorse will be about $100.00 
{neluding meals & hotel room enroute. 


(2) To admit Bertha Reid, ase 5, to Lejac Indian Residential 
School next May. Cost, if combined with renoval of other 
school children, about $125.00 


(3) To remove the baby to Catholic Institution in Edmonton, 
probably to travel as far as Whitehorse with mother, then 
join Ward children for trip to iidmonton. Cost approximately 
$50.00 


If the Department approves these 
recommendations it would be ap yreciated if they could advise 
by night letter 50 that Isobel Reid can be removed from 
the proximity of her children as soon as possible. I am 
also anxious to know about the removal of the baby before 
final arrangements are made about removal of the Ward 
ohildren previously referred to.

\ Due to the number of children that hed to go to the hospital 
the attendance average for the past quarter is slightly lower. This 
would have been much lower had it not been for the co-operation of Mr. 
Indian Agent Howe in refusing many requests on the part of the parents 
to take their children out of school for one reason or snother. 


MORALE 
The children maintain a good spirit, and there has not been 
a single case of truancy sincecthe beginning of the current school year. 
Some of, the parents send letters to the children containing abuse of the 
school a4 its authorities; but the children do not seem to pay very 
much atitention to such epistles. 
ren 


\\\Anis has been the worst period with regard to the health of 
children in all my experience here. Early im February we had a flu e~ 
pidemic with about 65 children being in bed at the same time. This was 
almost cleared up when another outbreak occurred at the beginning of 
March, during which we had 145 children in bed simulteneously with four 
Sisters and sever@l other members of the steff. This was rather a ter= 
rible period. Now we have about 15 children still in bed running some 
fever. The children have been slow in shaking off the after effects of 
this flu, end are not entirely recovered sven yet. I had the school doc 
tor apply to the Department for 4 supply of vitamins for the children, 
but as yet we have had no response. Another request £6r a supply of tin 
tablets to counteract acne in several of the children has also been ig- 
nored. 

Due to a series of accidents we have been unable to have an 
X-ray survey here this year, and this is particularly unfortunate be~ 
cause I feel sure that there are some very active T.B, cases among the 
children that should be detected end isolated.

The constant need for the purchasing of feed at high prices

Last week a Mrs. Btzerza ceme here from Telegraph 
Creek as excort to two small ohildren coming to this school. 
She, herself, has four children here now. There is another 
daughter, Irma, at home who is now 16 years old and who haé 
had & certain amount of instruction in Day School. 

According to what Mrs, Etzerz& told me, she applied 
to the local Indian Agent two years ago to have Irma sent to 
this school in oder to get further education in the grades 
and some voeetional training. The Indian Agent refused to 
make application on the grounds thet the girl wes already 14 
years old, so it was not worth sending her down here for only 
two years. Irma still wants to come here, and I promised her 
mother that I would take the case up with you. I am sure that 
Ottawa would approve her admission for vocational training in 
Home Economics, Dressmaking and Hygiene, if it were proposed 
by you. 

At the present time I am negotiating with a Regis- 
tered Nurse in the hope that she will accept the position of 
School Nurse here. The Hon. Brooke Claxton informed the Joint 
Committee on the Indian Act that it was the intention of his 
department to employ qualified nurses to be stationed in the 
larger residential schools. I trust that this provision can 
be applied to this school. Your opinion on this matter will 
be much appreciated.

An application has been received from the guardians 
of Susie Johnson, born 16th November 1931, of Atlin 
Band, for her admission to Lejac Residential School. 


Susie ié@ the daughter of Albert Johnson, late 
of Atlin Band, who was removed from membership in 
the Band by authority of Departmental letter 62-156 
of May 23, 1944, for residence in Alaska for a period 
exceeding five years without formel permission. 


This girl has for several years lived with Mr. 
and Mrs. John Anderson of Atlin Sand who now wish her 
to be admitted to school. 


The cost of sending Susie to Lejac School from 
Atlin would be about $250.00 including return fare 
for escorting matron, plus matron's wages for two 
weeks (if any). The guardians, who are not very well 
off, apparently expect the expense will be borne by 
the Department. There would also be an expense of 
$85.00 for returning this girl in about a years time. 


In view of the age of this girl,(15) it is not 
felt that removal for a year or two schooling warrants 
the high cost involved. Besides this the girls father 
has not supported her for at least five years, and has 
abandoned her to the care of relatives entirely. 
Johnson maintains ea home in Juneau, Alaska, and could 
very well keep the girl there and send her to school. 
He earns good wages most of the year from fishing and 
mining.

4 end 503 were delivered to Mr. Boys on September 24th. 
I might remark here thet it is difficult to work with 
Mr. Boys. I have written him three times about two girls who 
have not returned to school and who are actually in Hazelton, 
and have not yet reeei@ed any reply from him, nor has he taken 
any action in the matter. 


Re Noe 496. The admission of this boy was approved by 
the Department under date of august 6th.

I am in receipt of copies of correspondence under 
your file 215.12.5341 in connexion with sending Irma 
wtzerza to Lejac School. 


It is rather surprising to learn that so much concern 
was shown by the members of the R.C. Church in this area 
over getting this girl out to school, and I find it very 
difficult to understand why not one of these gentlemen 
approached this office with a request or recommendation 
for her removal. In view of her age (16) it is all the 
more surprising as only this year the Reverend Principal 
of Lejac discharged two of our children at 16, one of 
them a girl Evelyn Reid, whose both parents are dead, and 
the other a motherless boy with a very poor home. (Robert 
yuock). If I had known of his desire to keep the children 
until 18 years of age I certainly would have urged he keep 
both these children. Irma HZtzerza has a good home compared 
with what Evelyn Reid had to look forward to. 


Mrs Mary Btzerza asked this office once, in the 
summer of 1945, if Irma might be sent to Lejac school. 
She was advised that owing to Irma's age (then nearly 
15) I was not anxious to send her for only e year or two's 
schooling. Irma had at that time only been baptized into 
the Roman Catholic Church for a matter of a very few weeks. 
Zarly this spring Mrs. Htzerze asked about sending her 
daughters Peggy (16) and Irma to the Grouard Residential 
School in Alberta where girls are kept after they are 16 
to learn special trades, HZnquiries were made about this 
proposal and from the report received from the Heverend 
Principal of that institution I feel that Irma would heve 
had a much better chance of learning something constructive. 
The girl Peggy could also have gone there. 


I think it would perhaps be advisable to clear up 
any doubt about this office obstructing the members of the 
R.C.Church, and exhibiting personel animosity in dealing 
with this case. This is absolutely false and the Reverend 
Principal of Lejac certainly has no grounds upon which to 
make such an assertion. This is especially true when one 
considers that he did not even communicate with this office 
concerning the case. Neither did Rev. Forget discuss the 
case at all. My treatment of this particuler case was quite 
impartial, and if anything, this family has received con- 
Siderable sympathetic attention owing to Mrs. Etzerza being 
a widow with a large family. 


It might also be of interest to mention that Mrs. 
Etzerza states that the Rev.Principal of Lejac told her 
Irma would be allowed to stay at Lejac until perhaps she 
was 25 years old, and this, she claims induced her to request 
Father Simpson to admit her,

To conclude this case, & telegram dated October Sth 
wes received from the Department which read " Department approves 
sending Irem Hterze to the Lejac School". In the complete 
absence of any communi¢etion about this case, except your 
request of September 25th regarding Irma's religion, I was 
very uncertain about the matter, but presumed your office 
had erranged about sending Irma out, owing to poor comuunication 
with this point. The girl was sent to Lejac October 17th 
under care of Miss Florence Inkster, an Indian girl travelling 
to Prince Rupert.

At the time this boy was sent to school his mother was 
a widow, destitute, and with eleven children, eight of whom 
were under sixteen yeers of age. The oldest son, age 19, was 
helping his mother at that time, but has since moved away from 
the family, leaving the mother with no one to help her in 
providing wood, in gardening, or in hunting. 


The mother, Mrs. James Low, was married last fall to a 
white who subsequently failed to provide support for the family, 
resulting in his wife leaving hin and returning to her former 
home at Telegreph Creek. She is without support and certeinly 
needs the assistance of this boy Ira. 


As Ira has only one more term to attend until he will 
be sixteen years of age, and owing to the need of him at home, 
it is recommended he be discharged at the end of the current 
term, and returned to Telegraph Creek. The cost of returning 
him will be about $60.00 including transportation and meals. 
Will the Department please authorize this expense if the boy's 
return is approved?

Replying to the Department's 
enauiry of April 15, which was only received here June 1, 
owing to a delay in the mail, I beg to advise that as 
stated in ny letter of February 27, the oldest son Ralph, 
age 19, does not stay at home, and is of no assistance 
to his mother. Since this boy became 16 years of age he 
has not lived with his family for more than a few weeks, 
and although he has earned goodrevenue from his trep-line 
he has not assisted either his widowed mother, or his 
infant brothers. 


The advisability of bringing the 
boy Ira back from school was thoroughly considered before 
applicsetion was made on February 27, and it was felt that 
in view of all attending circumstances his return hone 
was best. The fact that he can probably be promoted to 
Grade VI next year is of no particular advantage to him 
when he returns to his home. His livelihood will be made 
from trapping, hunting, and labouring. As a matter of 
fact he will likely learn more of value to him in future 
life if he returns home and goes out trapping next winter. 
It has been found in the past that 4f these young boys do not 
learn the art of trapping in their early teens they have 
some difficulty mastering it later. Apart from these facts 
there 1s also the urgent need of the widowed mother for 
the assistance of the boy. She lives et the old Tahltan 
village, a rile from the nearest camp and thirteen miles 
from town, end has only her oldest daughter, 22, who is 
not well, and four small boys, the oldest of whom is 6 yrs. 
She has absolutely no revenue and depends upon her garden 
and relief rations to feed the children. All the wood- 
cutting and other heavy,has to be done by herself.

GENERAL REPORT 
For quarter ending June 3Xth., 1947, 


The level of attendance was very constant all through the 
quarter. Five new pupils were admitted and two others returned from 
the hospital early in April. 


The ehildren have shown good spirit all through the past 
sehool year. If only the parents were as satisfied as their chil- 
dren our task here would be much easier. During the whole of the 
year just ended we did not have 4 single sase of truancy. 


There was very little sickness during this period. Only 
two children had to be hospitalised, and thet for comparatively 
minor aiaments. Since last February we have had a qualified nurse 
(she is not a Sister) on the staff; which has been a considerable 
drain on our resources since she has to have quite a high salary; 
but she has done well and seems quite capable. 

At the end of May we had an X-ray clinic at which about 
60 of the children had plates made. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


le This summer we are having the whole exterior woodwork and the 
roof of the main building repaired and peinted - thanks to the 
generosity of the Department. 
The root cellar will be rebuilt -the Dept. paying for the ma- 
terials and the School paying for the labour. 
We expect to complete the four-roomed house for the farm manager 
and his family which was started last year, and for which it has 
been extremely difficult to obtain materials. All of the work 
was done by the Manual Training Instructor and the boys. 
All of the cement floors in the basement sre to pe painted this 
summer - at our own expense.

This plan apparently does not meet with the approval cf 
the Principal who feels that suck children might mot be a good 
influence on the others in the school .

Jack is 
currently pregnant and feels that she should have her 
daughters help in looking after the younger children. 


While in Atlin recently, this case was discussed at 
some length with the Mother and Step-father of this girl, 
when every effort was made to make them see the wisdom 
of leaving the girl in school until she had graduated, to 
give her an opportunity to carry on to higher education or 
a@ vocation if she so desives, and for that reason her 
discharge is not recommended. 


The Principal of Lejac School reports that this student 
4s well mannered and applies herself to her studies and other 
work. In view of this it seems that this student will 
have a good chance of benefiting by further education. 


The parents expect the cost of returning this girl 
will be borneby the Department. It is estimated this expense 
will amount to just under $100., providing she returns home 
without an escort, but owing to her age it might be wiser 
to have her escorted by a responsible adult as the journey 
consumes several days by boat and train.

They have since been under the care 
of a sister, Emma Dennis, age 21, but a certain amount 

of neglect is evident, particularly in feeding them. 

Emma Dennis is an unmarried mother, and the general 

living conditions of the group are not satisfactory. 

There are no other close relations in @ position to under- 
take the guardianship of these two childreg, so it is felt 
they will be growing up under more beneficial surroundings 
if they are sent to a residontial school, 


Three older children of this 
family were admitted to Lejac Indian Residential School 
in 1944, and this seems the best institution to which to 
8end Veronica and Adolph who are also of Roman Catholic 
faith. 


Removing these children will 
involve hiring a matron, and the complete cost including 
fares, expenses enroute, and return of matron is expected 
to total $170.00. As far as can be determined there will 
not be any other admissions to Lejac School this season, 
but if there are the children will also be sent down with 
the same group. It is planned to send as matron an Indian 
woman who has four children in Lejac School now; this will 
give her a visit with her children, and also enable her to 
have medical attention while in Prince Rupert.

I have given careful consideration to the 
above circular regarding the admission of pupils into 
the “esidential School. 


T am particularly concerned over this 
paragraph 
" Before accepting any child in a residential 
school for the first time , fhe Principal must 
have the regular applitation and certificate of 
health completed , sigwfid by the Indian Superint- 
endent and approved by the Dept." 


In this country of vast distances and diff- 
{eult communications this paragraph is hard to follow to 
the letter . To give a specific instance. 


A group of children were brought by their 
parents to Fort Mc Leod . They had travelled four days 
and five nights by way of the Findlay and Parsnip Rivers. 
They were met by car at Fort McLeod and transported 195 
miles to this school.Among them were some new pupils and 
the application forms were signed by the parents when 
they parted from them at Fort Mcleod. 


In bringing such to the school it would 
seem that the above paragraph is not being carried out . 
As I would interprete it a doctor would have to go to 
Fort Me“eod ,examine the children, fill the report and 
send same to the Superintendent who would then forward it 
to Ottawa . Only on its return could the children be 
brought to the school. What is to be done with them in 
the meantime? If they return with their parehss over 
the four day and five night trip they will not be seen 
again until next Spring - Thus a year of school is 
wasted and probably by next “pring they would need 
another physical examination before being admiited . In 
practise they were brought here to the school to await 
the doctors examination and the admission papers are 
now being completed for forwarding to Ottawa. 

Today two children arrived unannounced via 
C.N.R. from Grassy Plains . No doctor's examination , 
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Lejac Indian Residential School

no admission papers , just boy and girl. Their parents 
travelled a considerable distance to reach the railway 
station and no doubt by now are on their way back. Should 
we put the children on the next train and return them 
taking the chance that they may miss their parents ard 

so be stranded ? “hat better can we do than accept them 
await the doctors examination and prepare the admission 
papers to be signed,when the parents are contacted . That 
may take from one wek to a month .« 


The circular states that no grant can be claimed 
for such children until admifson papers have been approved 
by Ottawa . This seems to be a severe penalty on the 
school for trying to act in the best interests of the 
children . 

If the parents could be educated to register 
their children six months or a year before the actual 
date of entrance the prescriptions of the circular could 
be observed . However that is going to entail quite an 
effort and I doubt if it is feasible with the Indians 
of this country . 


We are preparing the admission forms to the 
best. of our ability and forwarding them to Ottawa as soon 
as it is feasible . I trust that you will appreciate our 
difftulty and allow grant for the mohth of September for 
those accppted .

Quarterly Return for the Lejac Indian Residential 
School, we do not appear to have received 
applications for admission for pupils 0671-0675, 
0677, 0678 and 0683 consequently their admission 
to the Lejac School has not been approved. In 
view of this fact we are disallowing the per capita 
grant claimed for them on the September Return. 


It would be appreciated if you would 
arrange to secure these applications and forward 
them to this office for consideration. When the 
admissions are approved, you will be advised 
accordingly and the Principal may then claim retroactive 
grant for these children on the December Quarterly HKeturn. 


As pupils # 522 and 0656 were in residence 
during June, the school is entitled to 62 days grant 
for the months of July and August for them.

During the summer and early fall this office started a 
campaign to publicise the Lejac Indian Residential School amongst the 
Fort Babine and Old Fort Bands with 2 view of having some of the 
children enrolled at this schodl, Over the years and after a few 
unfortunate accidents at the school these Indien parents reached a state 
of wind where they would not let their children attend Lejac as they 
thought the child would either die there or return home sick, This I 
know was not correct and after much propaganda and persuasion four 
families volunteered to send their children, I hope they will be favour- 
ably impressed so that next year I might admit other needy cases without 
too much trouble. 


Applications for admission are, in this case, being forwarded 
after the children are in school as it was not known until] the last 
minute whether any of these children would attend, Once they made ur 
their minds and reached the school Rev, Fr. Kelly took them in immediately 
less there should be a change of mind while waiting for Departmental 
approval,

provision for vocational instruction. 


I feel confident Inepector Barry and Commis- 
sioner MacKay can, with the experience they have had, 
provide you with a number of helpful suggestions. Both 
these men are in close contact with conditions on the 
reserves and are really in a better position to give you 
worth-while advice than I am. The reports that have

I hope that you will not allow 
the anparant inaccessability of Lejac and the rather 
hard reputation that our Northern winter seems to 
have in the bast, to prevent you from oaying us a 
visit and in preparing your schedule I hope you 
will keep in mind that there are only three trains 
a@ week so ve will couné on your staying a full tvo 
days. 


When you do come I shall be specislly anxious 
to discuss with you the question of handicrafts for 
the Tndians leaving the school. 

After a years residence here I have come to the 
conclusion that handicrsfts which conld be carried 
on and developed in the camps offer the best solution 
for the present voverty and thriftlessness of the 
indians. Trapnine seems to be disappe ring fast, 
rame is getting less sbundant, the market for farm 
produce in the vicinity of the cs:.ps is limited and 
the indolence of the Indians make s it difficult for 
tiem to produce either a sufficient quantity or a 
regular supnly for outside murkets. 


No doubt you have a birds-eye view of this 
question as it affects all the Indians of vanada and 
will therefore be in & position to give us some prac- 
tical advice. 


We shall all be greatly disappointed if your 
visit does not mterialize.

At present we have 178 children in the house, and two have.- 
been sent to the hospital, making 180 in all. There was ‘very 
little difficulty experienced in bringing the children back to the 
school this term. in fact, we have been compelled to refuse ad- 
mittance to some, because we could not afford to take them, since 
our grant only allows for 160. There sre still a few of the older 
pupils who have not yet been able to return, and for whom we will 
have to make room. 


Morale, 

The children are all in excellent spirits, and are quite hap- 
py to be back at school. There does not seem to be eny inclination 
towardscrunning awey, as is usual et this time of the year. 


Manual Training. 

The piggery which the boys have built is nearing completion; 
and is a concrete example of what our Indian boys can do under pro- 
per example and instruction. The routine work of the carpenter 
shop and the farm work is going on in a@ satisfactory manner. 

The girls are egain working at their usual household tesks, as 
well as in spinhing, carding, dressmaking, etc. 


Health, 

Most of the children are in good health, though many are in 
need of dental attention. Two children were sent to the hospital; 
one girl, who died of endocarditis, and a boy with pneumonte,. 

We were disappointed in not being able to get the services of 
the provincial T.8. clinic for the children when it passed through 
this district. The medical authorities of the Department seem to 
be very apathetic about the whole thing, despite the fact that such 
a step was originally suggested by Dr. McQuarrie when he wes here 
last years 


Crops. 

The yeeld was fairly good this year, though we do not know yet 
just what the potato crop will be. The garden was very successful 
and a large quantity of vegetables was put away for use leter in 
the year. 


Livestock. 

All of our stock are in good condition, and their numbers are 
substantially the same as they were when the previous report was 
sent in; so there is no point in repeating them here. 

In view of the rising prices of meat, our herd of pure bred 
Herefords promises to be a valuable investment,

With further reference to your letter 
of January 20th, regarding the balance of the 
amount assigned for technical education, I beg to 
forward herewith a requisition for manual training 
tools and supplies tor the Lejac Residence School, 
wherein I have noted that a number of the items 
requested are not available for immediate delivery 
from the local wholesalers. 


However, Marshall Wells Ltd., are ina 
position to supply most of the items at a cost of 
9109.48, and the lumber requested can be supplied 
by Andersen's Lumber Yard, Prince George, b.C., at 
a cost of 97.50. I would recommend that a total 
expenditure of $206.98 be authorized for this purpose. 


Mr. Indian Agent Howe has also requested 
that the girls section of the vocational training 
classes be supplied with goods to the approximate 
value of $40.00 and with a sewing machine on which 
the Singer Sewing Machine Co., have quoted a price 
of $52.36 f.o.b.
